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THE PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


Beloved Brethren in the Lord: 


As we enter this beautiful and historic sanctuary to at- 
tend to the deliberations of the Eleventh Convention of this 
Synod, well may our admiring hearts exclaim, ‘‘ How aimiable 


are Thy tabernacles, O Lord of hosts! My soul longeth, — 


yea, even fainteth for the courts of the Lord. ‘My ment 
and my flesh crieth out for the living God.’’ 

In view of the interesting historical celebration scheduled 
for Sunday I forbear to sketch the progress of this Synod 


of the ‘‘Open Door,’’ founded within these very walls, on 


September 23, 1891. 
Passing to the year’s record I note first— 


THE PRESIDENTIAL VISITS. 


At the close of last convention I visited and pe ee 


at Cannon Falls, Minn., and later preached at Ellsworth, 
and River Falls, Wis., installing Bro. Petersen. I have 
also made a number of visits to the new Kenosha field. 


CLERICAL CHANGES, INSTALLATIONS, Etc. 


A letter of transfer was granted to Rev. A. C. Sweinsberg, 
whose legal name, under decrée of the Utah courts, is now 
Sumons. He enters the Pittsburgh Synod as pastor at 

Bridgeport, Pa. 


A letter of transfer was received from the District Synod — 
of Ohio for Rev. Herbert Martens, whom Bro. Sumons in- 


stalled at Salt Lake City, November 11, 1900, Rev. Messrs. 
Aslev and Gundberg, assisting. 

Also one on May 1, 1901, transferring Rev. D. Ys. 
Michael of the Pittsburg Synod. Rev. O. J. Wilke, of West 


Superior, under my authority, installed him over St. John’s, 


Duluth. Rev. A. J. Reichert comes from the Chicago Synod, 
with a letter of transfer, and will be oppaciae: installed at 
St. Paul’s, Red Wing. 
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The transfer granted Rev. L. G. Grey to the Chicago 


z Synod has been returned to. this body as not accepted, no 


reasons being assigned. 
~ Rev. M. E. Boulton was installed at Cada Falls, on 
the First Sunday i in Advent, by Rev. Dr. Trabert. Rev. I. 


O. Nothstein was installed at St. Mark’s, N. St. Paul, Sep- 


tember 28, by Rev. A. J. D. Haupt. 

Rev. J. A. Leas closed his highly successful labors of 
five years in Red Wing, on April 29, and procéeded to St. 
James’, Portland,Oregon, a most important outpost of English 


Lutheranism. He was installed by Rev. C. S. Rahn. 


’ Rev. A.C. Petersen, after a year of conscientious labor 
in the new Pierce County field, Wisconsin, resigned, and 
May Ist left his parish to resume the position of acting 
chaplain at the Milwaukee Hospital. 

I have advised with.these churches as to their future, 
and learn that Rev. F. E. Jensen is mip yng them with 
week-day service. 

Rev. J. F. Beates’s throat has recovered, and he is ready 
to resume active work. Rev. R. L. Leatherman is’ still at 
“his Maryland home... Rev. S. W. Kuhns, after battling with 
the climatic. conditions at Duluth, resigned last fall, but 


nobly kept at his post until spring. His throat has recov- . 


ered, and he has a good report to give of work done at 
Lindstrom. The church at Duluth was left in ssh con- 


dition. 


NEW WORK. 
Remarkable strides have been made during the past year. 
Under Rev. G. F. Gehr work was begun last fall at Kenosha, 
a city of 10,000, ten miles south of Racine. The services 
of two Chicago Seminarians, Messrs. Monroe and Baisler, 
were secured for this point in conjunction with Waukegan, 


Tll., a city ten miles nearer Chicago. February 3, 1901, 


Grace Church was organized at Kenosha, with Rev. Mr. 
Gehr as missionary-in-charge, by appointment of the Ex- 


ecutive Committee. Since May, Mr. Perry E. Baisler is in 
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sole charge. He applies for ordination, and the congrega- 
tion for admission into Synod. There are eighteen com- 
municant members and a baptized membership of thirty-five. 
The Chicago Synod’s Mission Committee has agreed to 
pay the missionary for the five summer months, for work at 
Waukegan ; but the Synod itself now sends word that it turns 
Waukegan over tous. This great manufacturing point has 
variety of Lutheran elements, whose future is with English 
Lutheranism, if we have patience enough to work and wait. 
One hundred dollars was put into our Executive Committee’s 
hands by two laymen for the Kenosha work. The congre- 
gation, the Chicago Synod, and the Chicago Theological 
Seminary contribute the rest of Missionary Baisler’s support. 
His work has stirred up others todo temporary English work. 
Inthe three great cities, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Mil- 
waukee, mission Sunday-Schools, the nuclei of future con- 
gregations, have been begun. Since August 5, 1900, the 
brethren, Warstler and Jensen, are conducting St. Stephen’s 
Mission, St.. Paul. The enrollment is 4 teachers and 50 
scholars. 
~The brethren, Trabert and iiceud on November 18th, 
began work in North Minneapolis. On one Sunday lately 
37 were present. Over three miles northeast of my own 
Church of the Redeemer, Milwaukee, I last Sunday opened > 
a Sunday-School with an enrollment of twenty-five. 
Rev. Ira B. Nothstein, of North St. Paul, began work 


during last summer at Stillwater, Minn. The average Sun- + 


_ day-School attendance is thirty-five. There is no Lutheran 
opposition. On May 15 the first preaching service was held. 

For several months I have been in correspondence with 
Lutherans who wrote to me from Lindstrom, a Lutheran 
village of 500 souls, in Chisago county, in which there has 


been no Lutheran church or service. Bro. Kuhns has 


preached there for three Sundays, and has secured 42 sig- 


natures of men to a resolution to establish an English 


Lutheran Church. The outlook is very bright. 
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In Washington, Rev. Messrs. Yung and Holl, respective- 
ly, report preliminary work done at Everett and Whatcomb, — 
and at Stanwood and La Conner. Disappointment was felt 
that a student was riot sent to work up the field during the 
summer vacation. The state of Washington is an overripe 
field. 

The several congregations of the Synod have in the main 
had a prosperous year, as the following survey shows: 

MINNESOTA. 

1. St. John’s, Minneapolis, has cut out of the com- 
munion roll the names of 74 ‘‘lapsed’’ members, but has 
added 52 communicants during the year. The congregation 
insisted on Rev. Alfred Ramsey’s declining the call to Holy 
Trinity, Chicago. It is now addressing itself with great 
unanimity and earnestness to the removal of its church debt. 
‘There is a constant influx of good material. 

2. Memorial, St. Paul, Rev. A. J. D. Haupt, pastor, 
has completed its church building at a cost of $7,092, in- 
cluding the furnishing. The congregation contributed $2,250, 
the citizens of St. Paul $2,100 and the East $1,100. The 
pastor deserves hearty congratulations on this result. 

3. Trinity, St.Paul. The pastor,Rev.C.L.Warstler, | 
is building up the Sunday-School and getting a firmer hold 
on the community. On May 21st, the fifteenth anniversary 
of the founding of the church was celebrated, with an address 
_ by the founder, Rev. A. J. D. Haupt. » 

4. St. Paul’s, Red Wing, is a praise to the late, and a 
joy to the present pastor. It occupies an assured position 
of influence in that part of the state. | 

5. Salem, Minneapolis, Rev. Dr. Trabert, pastor. The 
-Sunday-School on one Sunday reached an attendance of 186. 
The church has been renovated, a Sunday-School annex for 
the Primary Department built; and the whole beautified. 
As the congregation has paid off the last vestige of 
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debt the church will be dedicated next Sunday afternoon. 
6.. St. John’s, Duluth, has had a change of pastors. 


_ Both the old and new pastors speak encouragingly of the 


solidifying of the congregation. 


7. St. Mark’s, North St. Paul, Rev. I. O. Nothstein, 


pastor, has doubled its membership under his efficient labors. 
Prominent villagers are identifying themselves with the 
church. More factories are expected to locate in the village. 

8. St. James’, St. Paul. The pastor, Rev. F. E. Jensen, 
has shown himself anadmirable catechist. Thecatechumens 
at confirmation are examined in the Catechism, Bible history, 
the Augsburg Confession, and the Church Constitution. 

9. At Goodhue, Minn., Rev. M. E. Boulton, pastor, 
the membership has risen from 58 to 81. A parsonage has 
been erected, and may be purchased by the Be ii: 
later. Sunday-School is now held weekly. 

10. At Cannon Falls, Minn., also under Bro. Boulton’s 
charge, the Sunday-School numbers 60, averaging 44. 
There is a slow but 7 growth i in the work here. 


Il, WISCONSIN, | 


1. Inthe Church of the badinene’: Milwaukee, Rev. 
W. K. Frick, pastor, the additions of the year were 58. The 
church has attained an (enrolled) membership of three 
hundred. The October class of 11 adult confirmants opens 
up a new line of work. 

There were 109 ‘‘English’’ confirmations in the various 
Lutheran churches of Milwaukee during the past year, and 
in the state of Wisconsin 69 in our Synod alone. ee 

2. Holy Communion, Racine, Rev. G. F. Gehr, pastor, 
is preparing to build a frame or brick-veneered structure 
42 by 70 feet. The Sunday-School has been graded accord- 


ing to the grades of the public schools. The revenues ‘in- 


creased from $425 to $1,100. 
3. Holy Trinity, La Crosse, Rev. A. C. Canty pastor, 
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: wishes to build also. Bro. Carty is an active Sunday-School 
_ man. The Sunday-School attendance on one Sunday reached 
91. The church membership has i to 64, an increase 


of 40 per cent. 
4. The Ellsworth-River Falls parish has aii good 


growth, but is temporarily in a disturbed condition. 


Ill. NORTH DAKOTA. 


1. St. Mark’s, Fargo, Rev. H. K. Gebhart, pastor, has 
had 186 in attendance at Sunday-School, with an average 
of 122. Fargo is receiving many new residents. The 
Lutherans among them visit our church without waiting to 
be hunted up. 


1. Zion, The Dalles, Rev. Wm. Brenner, pastor. Bro. 
Leas preached at the dedication of the bell on Zion church. 
He reports the people attached to their pastor and the Synod. 

(2. St. James’, Portland, served by a member of this 
Synod, Rev. J. A. Leas, shows its first sign of improvement 
under its present head, in the establishment of evening ser- 
vice. Bro. Leas has also begun a in East 
Portland.) 


V. WASHINGTON. 


1. Tacoma. There is a gain in the Sunday-School 
membership of St. Johns’, Rev. W. F. Holl, pastor. The 
Smelter Sunday-School shows 38 pupils. Bro. Holl has been 
reaching out into the state, making full proof of his ministry. 

2. At Holy Trinity, Seattle, Rev. H. A. W. Yung, 
pastor, there is the prospect of the sale ef the church lot, 
the consequent extinguishment of the church debt, and the 
resumption of work on a less expensive ne and in a new 
building. 

VI, UTAH. 
Rev. H. M. Martens writes glowingly from Salt Lake 
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City of the doors opening in Utah for our English work by — 


the slackening of energy on the part of other Lutherans. 

Five 

adults were added to Holy Trinity at Easter. Bro. Martens 

has been preaching at various points in the state.

IN CASE OF VACANCIES. 


‘That the President of Synod may exercise just and pru- 
_ dent supervision, and that congregational interests may be 
conserved, the order of procedure in case a ie becomes 
vacant should be: 


(a.) The retiring pastor should inform the President of 
3 his resignation. 

(b.) He should also inform the Church Council of its 
“duty to notify the President of the oe Mare and 
secure his counsel. 


It is highly important to understand the method of pro- 
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ic.) The President should give nich advice as he deems 
best, either as to calling a pastor, or arranging for a supply, 
or both, which advice the church may, or may not accept. 
_In any event, however, the Church Council should inform 
the President of the arrangements made to supply the pul- 
pit, and to secure a new pastor. 

The retiring pastor remains in charge of the pulpit until | 
his resignation takes effect, and all arrangements to hear 
wy syngas should be made with his expressed consent. 


RULES FOR THE REGULATION OF PARISHES. 


We are coming to have a number of parishes in the Synod, 
_ composed of two or more congregations. In all such cases 
a written understanding should be had between the churches | 
of each parish as to the method of choosing a pastor, and | 
of electing delegates to Synod and Conference. A com- 
mittee should be appointed to formulate such action for the 
guidance of parishes. Mere goodwill is nota sufficient aub- 
_ stitute for an orderly business arrangement. 

In this way congregational liberty is preserved and 


synodical supervision is secured, and all things are done 
decently and in order. 


MORE MISSION CONFERENCES 


are needed. I recommend that an Eastern Mission Con- 
ference be constituted of the parishes in Southeastern Wis- 
consin, and a Western Mission Conference of the Utah and — 
West Coast parishes. Also that the latter be given per- 
mission to organize, if they so desire, as a regular Con- 
ference known as the Western Conference, with the assur- 
ance that Synod stands ready to confer from. time to time 
any additional power necessary in developing that remote 
field. It seems that such a course would preserve to us the 
prestige that comes from having one Mission Synod in this 
magnificent territory rather than two small Synods with a 
gap between them. 
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The Committee on Traveling Expenses should carefully 


study the working of this fund for past five years in order 
to see if it can suggest a way by which one mancan annually 
come from the Western Conference to represent the West 
‘Coast at Synodical expense. 7 


There are other phases of the West Coast developisant 


_ which only the brethren on the Coast can settle, but in any 


future union of forces there the English stamp must be very 


apparent. Not a step backward dare be taken. English — 


must Gominate. 
GENERAL COUNCIL L MATTERS, 


Rev. Dr. M. C. Ranseen, President of the General 
Council, asks advice with reference to appointing a delegate 
to represent the General Council at the International Luther- 
an Congresses at Lund, Sweden, and Copenhagen, Denmark, 
which are to be held prior to the fall Convention of the 
General Council. As Dr. Krauth was once appointed dele- 
gate to such a Congress, and as Dr. Berkemeier was listen- 


ed to with pleasure when, at Chicago, in 1899, he detailed - 


his visit to a similar Congress, I think that President Ranseen 
should feel free to appoint one or more delegates, and suggest 
that this Synod endorse such action.

RELATIONS TO THE AUGUSTANA SYNOD. 


From an official letter sent by President Norelius, of the 
Augustana Synod, it appears that this Synod has been 


accused to the General Council of having tried to beguile — 


members from the Augustana churches, and a demand is 


- made that this kind of work cease. No notice has come 


from the authorities of the General Council. Having, how- 
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ever, received the official transcript of the accusation I 
addressed a request to President Norelius for particulars 


and specifications, but have failed to secure them. The- 


correspondence is submitted. 


I will here say that it has been my constant endeavor ~ 


as President to see that no violations of the law of inter- 
synodical comity take place, and I point oe to our 


“deep record in this respect. 


THE PROTOCOL 


has been written up to date, thanks to willing and loyal hands. 


It would be in order now to pass a resolution that the Con- 
stitution be signed by every clergyman on his entrance into 
the Synod, and by the lay delegate of each congregation on 
its reception into Synod. Of course the pastors and lay 
delegates now in attendance will subscribe their names. 


‘MISCELLANEOUS. 


An appeal has come from the Jacksonville, Florida, : 


congregation that lost church and much private property in 


the late great conflagration, May 7, 1901, asking that their , 


needs be set before our churches for relief. — 
It is right and meet that this Synod should systemati- 


cally support our Chicago Theological Seminary.

in the language of the country. A respectable English 
_ Lutheran church will put an end to criticism and also to 
proselyting, and at the same time insure the perpetuity of 
our church in her American strongholds. 


CONCLUSION. 


And now, brethren, having rounded out my tenth year 
of official service, I return thanks to you for courtesy, for- 
bearance, and co-operation, and take my place in the ranks. 
_ Whereunto we have already attained, let us walk by the 
same rule, let us mind the same things. ‘‘And the very 
God of peace sanctify you wholly, and I pray that your 
whole spirit and soul and body be preserved blameless un- 
to the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ.
